I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Sixteenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of 
Breconshire  for  the  year  1947. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  was  12.77  compared  with  12.0 
for  England  and  Wales  and  13.25  for  the  County  in  1946. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  Live  Births  was  19.35  compai’ed  with 
20.5  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  Birth  Rate  for  Still  Births 
was  0.56  compared  with  0.50  for  England  and  Wales,  the  corres- 
ponding Birth  Rates  for  the  County  in  1946  being  Live  Births 
17.77  and  Still  Births  0.67. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  50  compared 
with  41  for  England  and  Wales  and  44.75  for  the  County  in  1946. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  Mothers  during  Childbirth  was  4 
giving  a rate  per  1,000  total  births  of  3.88  compared  with  1 
death  and  a rate  of  1.05  in  1946.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1947  being  7.16.
